To my frustration, I heard lots of Hams on 10M the past few days, as well 
as on 

15M. The 22.5 MHz maritime beacons were popping in from all over. 

Even the 

27MHz CB ops were shooting skip -- but NO ONE was on 12M in CW, SSB 
or data 

modes. 


When I can operate daytimes, please listen for my “active beacon" on 24935 kHz 
CW with my Morse Machine running an Alinco DX70t at 50w to an Isoloop 

up 35 

feet. 


The FCC does not allow automatic beacons on 12M currently, so I will 
send a CQ 

message repeated asking "CQ CQ CQ DE KB7AQD CW/SSB K K" every 30 seconds 
or so 

when I hear CB’ and 10M open to skip. It will operate at either 10 or 
50w at 

10 to 20 wpm. The frequency 24935 lies just at the bottom of the 
CwW/SSB 

portion so I can answer stations running either mode. This also avoids 
QRM to 

the International Beacon Project stations on 24930 kHz. If someone answers in 
CW, I can QSY below 24930. Or, if someone answers in SSB, I could go 
up, Or 

stay depending on how many others discover the band is open. 


ZS6EZ does something similar for 10M CW. He calls CQ in CW, and turns 
off his 
Sidetone, letting the reciever unsquelched for return calls. He runs 
barefoot 


to a beam pointed north towards Europe and Asia. Many of the Asian and European 
stations he first works tell him that they did not know the’ band was 

open to 

South Africa. If no one calls CQ, then no one knows the band is open! 


I also know that no HF band ever is dead to groundwave! There's got to 
be many 

people in the Phoenix metro area with 12M SSB/CW rigs and antennas -- 

but they 

are waiting for someone else to call (CQ. With my little station, I 

could do 

this. 


If you have an automatic keyer, and rigs and an antenna for 12M, 

could you 

please also set up a message on 24935 as the unofficial CW/SSB calling 
frequency? Unlike 17, 15, or 10M, this band is very little -- more like the SSB 
portion of six meters.

I finished the 38 Special today afetr a great time at Dayton. All 
seemed well until I noticed a problem with the transmit offset. Before 
I go on, some detail on the mods I've installed: 

1. 5 watt amp per K1MG 

2. Tick Keyer 

3. RIT per manual plus replacement of D301 & D301 per KR5L in 

recent QRPp. 


All seemed to work well. Four watts out, good receiver, no frequency 
shift when turning on the RIT & no chirp. Frequency coverage from 


10.100 to 10.126 


The problem is that the transmit offset varies with the frequency. If I 
zero baet a carrier on 10.102, when I transmit, I'm 1.5khz 
higher(10.103.5). Zero beating a carrier at 10.126 yields a transmit 
frequency 200 hz higher! The following chart shows the spread across 
the band: 


Receive Freq Xmit Offset 
10.102 +1.5 khz 
10.108 +1.2 khz 
10.114 +900 hz 
10.118 +600 hz 
10.122 +200 hz 
10.126 +200 hz 


These measurements were made on an IFR. The voltage at the junction of 
D6 & C21 appears OK between xmit and rx. So I think C21 is getting 
shunted to ground during xmit and D6 is OK. I am wondering if the 
oscillator is varing a bit, but don't measure anything unusual at D3. 


Has anyone else run into this? I'm open to suggestions. 
Thanks & 72/3,

Gang, 


I notice that the reporters have been holding off, and the list has been 
relatively slow, particularly in descriptions of the Dayton doings this past 


weekend. Also, with the advent of online weather reports at the Hamvention 
web page, the pre-Dayton weather reports that seemed to bug folks so much two 
years ago have died out--to the relief of many. Well, let me tell you folks, 
the Hamvention is up, not down, and our small part, FDIM, was up a solid 30% 
over last year. The final count isn't fixed, but Bob Follett's preliminary 
numbers showed we had 131 FDIM attendees this year. (Great job on the 
financials, Bob). Pete Meier had 140 or more at the banquet on Friday night. 

Bob Gobrick had all the big rooms set up right, the folks were comfortble 
and well seated. Every time there was a question, Bob was the man to ask. 

Bruce Muscolino's hard work in getting a professional level conference 
together paid off handsomely in the presentations and proceedings we 
distributed to all participants. FDIM vendor night had twenty commercial 
vendors in the Centerville room of the Days Inn Dayton South. There was no 
way to count the attendance in that event, but there were easily 100 people 
there. And the Saturday Norcal building contest had as many folks there on 
Saturday night too. Vendors reported brisk sales, though one astute QRP 
kitter noted that having something new at Dayton is the best way to boost 
sales. 


If you have never been to the Hamvention, you may not know the Sunday 
routine. Hamvention has a raffle of all unclaimed convention prizes, plus 
they raffle off ten big ticket items like main stations transceivers, HP 
scopes, etc. You must be present to win the prizes except for the big ten, 
so everyone gathers in the stands of the main arena at 2pm to hear the 
drawings. The rest of the show is closed at that time, and the vendors down 
below on the main floor are packing up while the raffle goes on. It is fun 
to watch them, as they have it all down to a science. Of course by that time 
of the weekend, many have gone home, so they often draw five or more numbers 
before a winner sings out. There are still about 5 thousand or more people 
in those stands. I think the tickets are serially numbered, starting with 
number 1, so based on the highest numbers drawn that I heard, there were over 
41,000 at Dayton this year. If I am right, that means attendance was up by 
about 4k over last year. In our group, Bill McNally was sitting next to me 
with tickets for some friends who had gone home. He won a brand new handie 
for one of those friends--right there at the arena on Sunday. We always 
leave at about 3:00, after the prizes are drawn that you have to be present 
for. If we ever win a biggie, well they can call us at home! 


FDIM: One theme of the symposium was certainly homebrewing crystal filters. 
It was clear from the experts that it is possible to build one-off filters 
that are as good as or superior to anything you can buy, and that few kit 
builders could afford to match up crystals with sufficient accuracy to make 
great filters--but a homebrewer can do it.. All of the talks seemed well 
received. The speakers were well prepared, and their written papers were 
superb. Stand by for info on ordering the book-sized collection of papers 
(the Proceedings) that FDIM attendees received. We may (still in discussion 
by FDIM) sell the proceedings as a set to folks who couldn't make it to 
Dayton or who couldn't get that extra day off from the job. 


I made about 185 badges this year, and still I left out a couple of guys. I 
know I owe a badge to W9IMIU, Paul Valko and Mike Brice. Who else did I 
promise one to? Please email me if I messed up your badge and I'll send you 
one. (For forgotten or erroneous badges only please.) All of the badges 
except about 20 were picked up, and it was fun seeing them all over the 
convention. The whole room at the FDIM symposium and practically everyone in 
the banquet was wearing them. 


The FDIM Committee have discovered the best steak house in town (anybody want 
to trade that info for the back way route into the Hamvention?), and we ate 
there with a few friends on Thursday night. Now this place isn't much of a 
secret, as the wait for a table on Friday and Saturday nights of Hamvention 
weekend is generally about two hours or more. Ah, but on Thursday night, 
there is little or no waiting, as the main crowd hasn't yet arrived. They 
make great steaks and great fried onions--these are a once-a-year item for 
me. Cholesterol, you know. 


The bathroom secret. I know where there is a quiet, nearly private bathroom. 
(No, not in the woods.) Same offer. Secret route for the secret location 
of the best facilities in the Hamvention. 


Whatja' buy? Well, one thing that sold out everywhere were those little 
pick-up tools that come in computer toolkits. These look like a small 
ballpoint pen with a plunger on the top like a syringe would have. When you 
push the plunger, out come three spring steel fingers on the where the 
ballpoint would be. They are perfect tools for starting screws deep in rigs 
and computers, and they are indispensible for those close, deep, knuckle 
busting jobs.

I apologize for the truncation of the last message and I didn't really mean 
to leave all of you hanging. What I was alluding to with the list of names 
was that all of them were there, and it was neat to put a name with a face. 


One of the highlights Wednesday night was the "bar" in George and Dick 
Pascoe's room. I discovered it and had a wonderful time renewing 
acquaintances with George, Dick, Tony Fishpool, and Graham Firth.

I went to the MFJ booth, said hello to Martin Jue, and 
purchased item number two on my list, the MFJ Code Trainer. I got the full 
blown model, and it is wonderful. What a great little aid to learning and 
upgrading your code speed. Next I went to the G-QRP booth, and picked up 
copies of the books by Dick Pascoe and Drew Diamond for D.K. Philbin and 
David Yarnes. I also bought 7 binders for Sprat, including 2 for Dave 
Meacham. 


While at the Kanga booth, I bought 3 new kits from Kanga. They are the 


Stockton Watt Meter/SWR Bridge for $25, the Foxx Transceiver for $25, and 
the Worlds' Smallest Transceiver for $10, and they are all neat kits. Dick 
Pascoe has promised to write an article for QRPp about the Watt Meter/SWR 
bridge. It is the same circuit that has appeared in numerous articles 
including QRPp, Vol. 1, #1.

The kit is done. It works. Magic. Double my meds. I'm ready for more. 


The Hands kit that I picked up at Dayton is not for the light-hearted or 
newbie to kit building. There are jumpers on the display board (which I 
discovered as I took a break and tried to figure how much harder it'd be to 
make my own display board [since I had planned to do that for Lee's RAC 
counter/dial +c]). There are "jump through" on the counter board -- as in: no 
plated-through holes. 


All the same big time, it was an interesting excursion, and probably a wise 
one, given that the next hurdle includes the TAC1/40 and the TiCK. 


Interesting diffs between RAC's counter and Hands'. The transistor switches 
for the display are on the counter board for Hands' kit; there on the display 
board for the RAC. The PIC in both kits is likely the same (no checkee now, 
you joe), which makes for interesting comparisons. 


The offsets on the RAC are programmable; offsets on the Hands kit are 
determined by shorting some lines of the PIC to ground. The documentation on 
the RAC is considerably better in this regard. I will have to get Lee's 
counter specs out to see which pins exactly it is that I must ground to make 
the Hands kit turn the right offset. And the offsets are fixed, unlike the 
RAC kit, which allows all kinds of goofy offsets to the 100 Hz. With the 
Hands you're limited to 455 kHz, 4.433 MHz, 9 MHz and 10.7 MHz. The BFO is 
considered in the Hands, something that appears a bit moot when considering 
the "elastic" offset programs of the RAC counter. 


Board size comparisons are moot, since the RAC display and the Hands display 
are completely different in design. Same-same the board space, but that's 
another story. 


So there's the deal. I'll let youze know how it hooks up when I figure out 
how to "program" the offsets +c on this beast. It's going in the Argosy, so 
the 9.0015 MHz offset will become a bit obtuse. 


Ah, technology.

Those of you who have invested in one of Vern's creations just might be 
looking around for something to carry it in. I have used a molded fishing 
rod case for the South Bend SD-20, and it works very well. But it doesn't 
hold Vern's version WITH the coil. 


Vern had an excellent suggestion, to find a carrying case like the ones used 
for blueprints. He had found one for around twenty bucks that held 
everything. 


I hadn't had a chance to check out the blueprint shops yet, but yesterday I 

was in Costco (Price Club) and found something that may be just as good. 
It's a fishing rod case called the "Pineneedle". It is a canvas covered, 

molded carrying case with a shoulder strap, carry handle, and padded ends. 
The end piece unzips to open. Nice looking and very sturdy. From 
experience I can assure you it will fit in the overhead compartment on 
airplanes. The Costco stock number is 900400, and the price is $16.99. 
Pretty reasonable I thought. 


I was able to put everything in the case (including the 80 meter coil) except 
the ground spike assembly. Don't have that figured out yet, but I suspect I 
am having the same problem I have when I pack a suitcase. Poor organization! 


Just thought there might be some interest out there. If there is, act fast! 
Stuff at the Price Club always disappears fast!

Gang: 
I need help in understanding an O'scope reading off my 38S. 


Background: I bought a Tek TDS 210 while at Dayton, and for the first time, I 
can now measure and examine my rig outputs directly. I measured my 40A, 49er, 
Sierra, and everything displayed as one would expect. Pure Sine wave, and my 
scope actually calculates the PP Voltage and displays it on the screen, so 
power calculations are a snap...giving about the same results as my Watt 
meter. (No, Larry, I haven't tried the QRP++ on 17M). 


HOWEVER: 


When measuring my 38S, which has K1MG/NA5A output mods applied to the 5 W. 
mod, I see both my sine wave, AND a second waveform that I wish I could load 


to this message, because discribing it is tough...but I'll try. 


It starts slightly above zero point, and goes horz. for about 280ns, then 
negative to about -10V with some oscillations, then dampening straight for 
about 400ns, then a very sharp rise to a peak of 58V, and tapering back to the 
zero point in about 250ns. (Total cycle is about 850ns long) 


I get this, overlaying my normal output, even when T1 is tuned for maximum 
stability/cleaness which equals a 39v PP sinewave. 


Ok, I am familiar with Parasitics, doubling, but what is this? Weird looking 
pattern... 


But, boy, is this scope neat! autosets the signal, stores for analysis, and 
if I add the comms. module, I can print or send to the PC. $750, Brand new, 
warranty, NIST calib. etc. Sells for $1,000 list.
